Tiie new and qnioker Atlantic mail ser- 
vice will begin to-morrow with tho departure 
of tho aleauiahip Luoanla for Liverpool. 

A Shanghul diepatoh suys It is reported 
that the principal oonditions of peace, in- 
clude the indepondenoo of Coroa, payment 
of an indemnity of four hundred million yen 
and the cession to Japan of Formosa and 
Lian, inoludinjf I'ori Arthur. The ceaaion 
of l.iiao and Port Arthur is objected to by 
China. 

Tho steamship Normania, which arrived 
at Southampton to day, brought the crew of 
■2s, i woman and buby, rescued in mid-ocean 
on March '24 tb from the sinking British ship 
Arno. 

The jnry to-day found the Marqals of 

Qaeensbory not guilty of libel, and further 

deolared the obargea against Oacar Wilde to 

be true and made for the public good. 

VVilde was taken to a cell in the Bow street 
station after the charge Indloated by hia 

testimony in oourt was read to him. Mr. 

W. A. Alexander, of St. Jomes' theatre, 
Bald that " Tho Importance of Being Earn- 
est " would bo kept on tho stage ponding the 
publie verdict. It is reported that tho 
CritsfioD, to which "An Ideal Husband" 
was tb be transferred from the Haymarkot, 
baa decided to put the play en ito stage. 

Caixjutta, April 5 — A dispatch from 
Lalakand piaa via Simla, saya tho opnrutiora 
of the British troops against Umru Ivhau, of 
Jandoo, invader of Chitral, in the paaa 
itself, were commenced by guides aent to 
clear tho hills on tho left. Ma.xim rapid 
lire guna were placed to tho front whenever 
they got within runco of tho enemy, eati- 
mated to number l'2,0OO. The latter at first 
ado but feeble rcaietance, but when tho 
head of the p'lsa was reached tho action be- 
gan in earnest and waa general. The Gor- 
don Highlanders and Scotliah Borderers 
sirormed tho defenses of the enemy, com- 
posed of Ssvat Mullaha and Umra 
Khan'a aupportors. Tho Britlah troopa 
advanced with spirit, in spite of 
the fact tbat the roadway over 
the pass was ont away in many 
plaoeg, and sangers or atone breast works 
constructed at varloaa point!, nbioh had to 
bo carried at the point of tlie bayonet. Fifty 
of the British forces were wounded, includ- 
ing three olTioerB severely and four slightly 
injured; Only three British aoldiers were 
killed. The enemy lost SO or 100 killed and 
wonoded. Additional advioea from Simla 
aay the loaaea of the British forces In Mala- 
ksnd paaa were more aeriooa than at first re- 
ported. All ttie oaaualtiea reported are con- 
fined to the Second brigade, and no returns 
have yet been received from other brieadea. 
Umra Khan ia aaid to be oollecting his forces, 
and it ia thought he haa captured two 
British oflicera. 

Paris, April 5. — M. Hanotanx, minister 
of foreign alTckira, gpoke in the senate this 
evening concfrntn? Sir Edmund Grey's state- 
ment in the Honeo of Commons last week as 
to tho British and Egyptian aphorea of In- 
fluence In Africa, Thoae atatomcnta, ho 

aid, had aatoniahcd him. Franco opposes 
decidedly tho pretensions of tho Royal 
Niger company who aim to monopolize lho 
trade of a vast region. Negotiations aa to th3 

orritcry ufTocted by the company's clalma 
aro now in progroaa. Aa to tho Upper Nile 
region Franco demanded that England 

tato her clai.iia explicitly. Franco would 
reserve her decielon and liberty of action 
nding England's reply. Though ll is ad- 
viaable to abstain from imprudent state- 
ments, Franco will maintain her plain rights. 
Hn preferred, however, not to make any 
aliirmallona likely to hinder present nogo- 
oiatlons. He was convinced that when tho 
time for decision should come the two groat 
nations would find a means of reconciling 

heir Interests with those of oivllizition and 
progreaa. 



A MATTER OF DIGNITY. 

Great Britain Did Offer Arbitration to Vene- 
xnela, Bnt No Answer Waa Made. 

\V AsiiiNcTON, April 5 — It ia understood 
that the position of Great Britain in declln- 
ng tho auggoation of the United Stato.i for 
tho aettlomont of the trouble with Vene- 
eula is Bubatantially as follows : 

1. Great Britain takes the position that the 
question of arbitration was onoe before pro- 
poBcd by Ven( zuda, Ai^ that time the for- 

n olliee gave the mibjoor. moat careful at- 
tention and HubmiUed a reply oinhodyhig a 
proposition In arbitrate certain <U finite eub- 
jccts of controversy. To this proposition 
Venezuela has novor made reply, either ac- 
cepting or rejooting tho proposed basis of ar- 
bitration. Under tho circuinBtancos it is not 
desirable to proceed to a aocond propoaal of 
arbitration when tho firati remains unan- 
swered. 

'2. In any event thoro aro certain portions 
of that territory to which Venezuela lays 
claim which under no circumatancea will bo 
made tho aubjoot of arbitration, as tboy aro 
rooognizi d portions of tho British domain, 
and are not therefore subjects on which tho 
aid of arbitrators could bo invoked. 

;!. The aubji'ct ia one between Great 
Britain and Vouc'.!uela, so that the good 
olFioea of tho Unlttd States are not regarded 
aa oaaential to a settlement, aa it ia not un- 
doratood that the United Statea haa as- 
sumed A proteotorato over Venezuela, or 
that her interest ia other than that of a 
friendly government.

Woman's Temple From Debt. 

CiiiCARO, April 6. — A generona ofTer of 
Marcball Field to the Woman's Cbriatian 
Temperance Union ia annonnoed. Mr, 

Field promisee $250,000, with the proviso 
tbat $275,000 more be raised by January 1, 
1891. It is intended that this total sum be 
applied on the debt overhanging the 
Woman's Temple. 

The bnildingof the Woman's Temple is 
the greatest financial eaterpriae in whioh a 
coterie of women have engaged. It was 
erected with money aeanred by the aales of 
stocks and bonds The aasooiation waa oapl- 
talh'.ed for $000,000 and bonded for an rqual 
amount. The bniiding coat $1 265,000, 
leaving a floating debt of §650,000 The 
trnateea of tho tompie who disburse 
the gift fund have purchased over 
J.'iOO.OUO of tho Block, which gives 
Lhem a controlling Intoreet in the 
building. When tho entire atock ia owned 
by them and tho bonded debt liquidated, 
tho property will be deeded to tho National 
W.C.T U. One-half the income will go to 
tho national society and one-half to tho 
states, according to the amount each state 
has paid toward the building fund. 

Tho time has come when the union wants 
to make the Woman's Tompie Its own in 
fact. Lady Honry SomcrsoO wrote to Mr. 
Field, saying any financial foiluro In Chi- 
cago would bo disastrous to temperauce 
work all over the world In a few days 
Mr. Field responded with his ofror, and 
plans aro already porfeoted to secure the 
desired amount.

Ottawa, Aprils. — Hon. W. B. Ivea, min- 
ister of trade and commerce, received a 
oable message from the High Commiaaioner 
to-day atating that ODreaanrer Ward of New 
Zsaland, at preaent in London, has intim- 
ated the willingness of bis government to 
negotiate a trade arrangement with Canada 
on a preferontlal basis. Mr. Ives immedi- 
ately cabled asking particulars of the nature 
of the propoaed arrangement previona to 
authorizing him to discuss the matter offici- 
ally with Mr. Ward. 

Tho conference between tho Dominion 
and Newfoundland delogatoa to-day was of 
abort duration. The visitors filed a mass 0%, 
information bearing upon the financial oon- 
dition of tho island, containing statistics in 
regard to trade, subsidies and othor particu- 
lars of a like nature. It waa decided to 
have these documents printed, so that they 
will be available for use at to-morrow's 
session. 

The revenue for Maroh ahowa a net falling 
off of $800,000. 

A syndicate of Ottawa people have aeonred 
an important charter from the legialative 
counoii of Jamaica, to introdnce an electric 
railway system In that island.

NO USE FOB SAMOA. 

Verdict of tho United Htatea tand Conuuis. 
Bioner Whose Ueport (B Now 
Fablic. 

Wabhinoton, April 5.— The report of W, 
L. Chambers, United States land commis- 
sioner to Samoa, dated February 3, 1895, 
has been made public. Mr. Chambers was 
ono of the throe commiaaionera appointed by 
the treaty powers of Great Britain, Germany 
and the United States, under the provisions 
of the Berlin treaty, to adjust and settle all 
claims of aliens to land in Samoa. The 
report inoludes ail the title papers to 
Samoan lands. An exhibit attaclied shows 
that the total number of claims filed before 
the committee was 3,492. Of theao 1,4'22 
were Germans, 1,754 British, 307 American, 
:i26 French, and 13 miscellaneous. The 
total claims aggregated 1.691,892 acres, while 
the island contains 050,000 acres. Only 8 
per cent, of the claims were confirmed. 

The vaat bulk of acreage claimed by 
Americana waa rejected because of the mani- 
featly inadequate oonaideration given for it, 
and beoanse the titles were defective under 
several of the provisions of the treaty. 
About 21,000 acrea were confirmed to 
Amerioana. Most of them belonged to a 
oorporation compoaed of San Franoiaoo 
stockholders. 

Almost all the land of the San Franoiaoo 
company, who are insolvent, la for Bale and 
ia liable to be Bold, if at all, to Eagland's or 
Gormany'a subjoota rather than to Ameri- 
cans, for, whatever inducements there may 
be for English or German investment in the 
Samoan islands, I cannot see that there ex- 
ists any reason for further American invest- 
ments." 

Continuing, Mr. Chambora says ho heard 
of only nineteen bona fide American sub- 
jects in tho country, oxcluaivo of otiiclale, 
and docB not believe that there are thirty 
Americana there, uU told, Including those 
who claim citizonahip through ualuralizi- 
lion. Ho says there aro several well-to-do 
Americans ongagod In mercantile pursuits, 
ono of whom ia tho wealthiest man in tho 
country. Some of theao are married lo na- 
tive women and probably will nover return 
to the United States. 

In reference to Pango-Pango bay, Mr- 
Chambers aaya that tho claim of the United 
States government waa examined and con- 
firmed, but that tho ooncoesion ia by no 
meana eo valuable as tho Amorican publio 
aeom to think. What are thought to be 
the moat valuable parts of tho shore of the 
bay have never been acquired by the United 
States. The harbor ia ao deep and the bay 
BO amali that not more than three or four 
abipa oonid be anchored there in ooae the 
wind waa blowing either into the mouth of 
the harbor or off abore. He reoommenda 
that if our righta are oonaidered to be really 
of valna, steps ahonld be taken to acquire 
such additional righta aa may make thoae 
already held of nae. He argaea, however, 
that the atation ia not likely to be of further 
use, and thinks ihe advisability of making 
further investments there should be fully 
onsldered before taking any farther steps 
in tho matter.

THE BIG BEND. 

Homo I'nrt!culiirB of the Karllor History of TliI 

lilch (joid Country. 

(From tho Rovolatoko Star.) 
The revival of activity in gold mining, 
which has been the leading feature in the 
search for precious motals for tho last few 
yoara, and especially those branohea of it 
which relate to placer and hydraulic mining, 
has received aa mnob attention in the Big 
Bend distriob of West Kootenay as in any 
other part of British Columbia. It is, of 
courao, limited in area as compared with 
Cariboo, but relatively it ie far in advance 
of many of tho older seotiona of the prov- 
ince, Tho object of this article ia princi- 
pally to give souio of tho earlier history of 
tho district, previous to the complerlon of 
tho t'linadian Paoilio railway, in 1SS5, aa 
preliminary to an account of later oporaciona 
in the district, which bad their beginning 
at that tlme,Bnd which will appearinafutuie 
iasuo. 

Tho entire country along the Columbia 
river, north of Revelatoke, as far as Canoo 
rivor, about 100 miloa, is known by tho 
general designation of Big Bend. The lirot 
diacovorina of gold were made on tho tribu- 
taries of Gold Stream, a small river which 
llowa into the Columbia from the oast, 
about 70 miles above Ravolsloko. It waa 
found on French Creek in 1SB5, and about 
§;V2,U0O waa got out that year. In ISUG 
gold to tho value of $100,000 in reported to 
have boon found, and four, six and oven 
twelve ounces a day to the man wore ob- 
tained on some olaims, and one nugget 
worth §253 waa discovered. It is estimat- 
ed that this oreek aflorda about 25 miloa of 
mining ground of whioh not more than five 
miles have been worked. The deep olaima 
have never been bottomed, and there are 
hydraulic claims which require the applica- 
tion of capital and machinery to secure the 
gold known to be in hiding there. 

MoCuUooh Creek is a few miles lower 
down Gold Stream and is only about five 
milea long. Its early history is similar to 
that of French Creek ; it yielded about 
§100,000 in 1800, and $100 a day to the man 
on some claims. Tho eurfaco diggings were 
well cleaned out, and the deep ground waa 
found too difficult at that time to work by 
tho hand mothoda then employed. 

Some fair pay waa found on Downie 
Creek in 1867, but it has never been system- 
atically prospected. It is about 45 miles 
north of Revelatoke. 

Game's Creek, about .30 miles up tho 
river, yielded §15 a day In 1866, Work 
waa renewed in 1880, and one company got 
SS to $10 a day to the man. This creek ia 
considered to be promising mining ground, 
and tho benches are believed to be good for 
hydraulic oporationa. Bed-rock ia conjec- 
tured to bo about 50 feet deep, and tho 
oreek ia somewhat difficult to work by rea- 
son of floods. 

Smith creek ia a large stream flowing into 
the Columbia from the Wcat, oppoalto Cold 
Stream. In 1886 fifteen white minors were 
making $11 20 a day to the man. The 
creek la 25 milea long and is considered to be 
very promistog ground. 

Feraie oreek joins the Columbia acme 
miles north of Smith oreek. In early days 
$8 a day to the man was made by four men 
for an entire season. Including Smith and 
Fernie creeks there are nine large creeks on 
the West side of tho Columbia, before get- 
ting to Canon river, in all of which gold waa 
found in 1SS7, and they all deserve to bo 
more fully prospected. 

Tho above description of Big Bond refers 
principally to gold mining in ita earlier years, 
Tho moana of reaching ic at that time wore 
by ateamor up tho Columbia from Little 
Dallea, in Washington, to Laporte or Death 
Rapida, 15 milea above Revelatoke, where 
an impaeaable birrier to further navigation 
was mot with. Tho way of getting to 
it from the ooaat and central British Colum- 
bia, waa by steomer from Savona's Ferry, 
thence up the Thompson rivers and through 
ShuBwup lake to ita oxtremo northeast cor- 
ner to the town of Seymour, whore trail or 
pack train was taken over the Gold range, 
striking tho Columbia river not far from 
Death rnpids. After the completion of the 
CP.R. all Ingroaa to it has been from Revel 
stoke either by trail or an oooasional small 
boat towed by hand power. 

The above facts show what waa accom- 
pliahtd in thoae early yeara, and tho possi- 
bllitics of the district as thev exist to day. 
It may be asked why mining^ was not con- 
tinued from year to year without inter- 
ruption. The answer ia that the rich sur- 
face diggings then diaoovered had been 
worked out ; that the excessive coat and 
grout trouble of getting into Big Bend, 
which coatinoed for twenty yeara after its 
liacovery and until the CP.R. was finished 
in hSSo, discouraged the miners, and more 
attractive prospeota opening to them they 
were drawn away to tho now fields.

Port Townsend, April 5. — Among tho 
pasaoDgera on the ateamahip Al-Ki for Alaeka 
waa G. H. Cleveland, an English detective, 
who is going to the Yukon gold minoB in 
Bearoh of an heir to an estate near London 
valued at aomeching over $4,000,000. The 
detective told one of the Tesael'a offioera of 
hla mlBsion and deaoribed the heir aa being a 
deBoendanti of an old Engliah family which 
iadirectly and aomevrhat remotely ia related 
:o the royal family. The namo the young 
man in now euppoaed to bo going under ia 
John AduniB, but that ia not hia correct 
title, which tho oliioor withhold Co avoid 
emburraEaing tho faniily on account of tho 
publicity. He li;fl home iu 1S75 and went 
to eea, viaiting all parts of tho woilil. Then 
the gold fever atiuuk liiin, and after doing 
Bomo mining in Australia tie was next heard 
of iu South Afrio;i. A month bsforo the 
oSicor arrived at Capo Town Adama left for 
San Fruncluco, en route, he said, to tho 
Yukon river. That was aboub the middle 
of laat year. He ia supposed to have gone 
into tho miiiea laat auinmer or is now one of 
the ,'iOO miners who are now oroaning the 
Chilcat raugo of mountains bound for Uirolo 
City. Tlio aoaroli haa been going on for 
three years and haa coat $.'.00,UO() He ia 
tho Becoud eldest son of a wealthy nobleman 
of Kogland, and the eldest brother disd in 
1891. There are said to be four sisters liv- 
ing. Unless the rightful heir is found the 
property will revort to tho government. 

A DUTCH HKTTLEMENT. 

Seattle, April 5.— John \V. Gunn, of 
tho Snohomish Independent, is at the 
Butler. Mr. Gunn aays that there ia a 
better demand for logs, and that bettor 
prices are being roalized, and aa a cnnae- 
quonco there is more money lioating ubout 
Snohomish than has been tho oaae for aome 
time past. The miners aro beginniog to 
move out into the mountains, and this also 
seta a good deal of ooin in motion, aa they 
are purchasing aupplioa. A week or so ago 
U. Stineon aold 1,000 acrea of land near 
Snohomiah to tho agent of a Holland oolony.

The Jewish Feast of Paaaover — I'eaach- — 
bcgina thia year on Monday evening, A[jril 
S, continuing for seven days and ending on 
Monday evening, April 15 The Jewa cele- 
brate this feast in commemoratloD of I-rael'a 
exodasfrom Egypt nnder tho leadership of 
MoseB and Aaron in 1495 B.C. The name 
of tho feast, Paaaover, ia derived from I ho 
description which is found in tho Book of 
Kiodus. The ceremonies described in that 
chapter were of a peculiar nature. Tho re- 
doccning word had not yet been spoken ; tho 
Israelites wore still the scrfa of Pharaoh, but 
they were full of oonfidenoo, and wore pa- 
tiently awaiting tho predioted hour of 
redemption. Together with their faoi- 
ilios they were gathered around 
the paschal lamb, which meal was 
their last in Kgypt ; their loins girded, 
their aandals on their feet and the travelling 
staff in their hands. All around the angel 
of death was ravaging tho dwellings of their 
parsecntora, but tho Israelitea had nolthor 
dread nor misgivings. On the doorposts of 
their houses they sprinkled the blood of tho 
paschal lamb, which aaorifloe was to them a 
token of confident assuranoe that the angel 
of death would puss over ("Paeaah") their 
homes, and that destruction wcii!d not be 
permitted to croas their threahholda. \V/ on 
tho hour of redemption from Egyptian boud- 
age arrived tho Israelites left the land cf u jj- 
presaion bo hurriedly that they had no tin>e 
to prepare provisions for their journey. 
Ana, OS it ia written, "they baked unloav- 
eiedcakea, (matzos) of the doufjh which 
they brought torth from Egypt, for it waa not 
luavtnod, because they were hurried out of 
Egypt and could not tarry; neither had they 
prepared for thtmaelves any food." 

Sinoo that memorable event in tho hiatory 
of tho JewB, aa long aa there was a central 
sanctuary wherein aacrlGcial ritea wore 
practiced, it remained a law in Israel that 
all membera of the aame family, or aa many 
aa chose to make a common appointment, 
snould meet together on the eve of the l,3lh 
day of the Hebrew month of Nlsan, which 
thia year corresponda to the Sth of April. 

The hrst night of the feast is called the 
" Seder " night. Tho pasohal lamb is pre- 
pared according to certain prescribed cere- 
monies symbolical of the occaBion. Un- 
leavened bread and bitter horba are eaten 
with the lamb to indicate that the symbols 
of slHiotioD and bitter Borvitudo ehculd be 
combined with tho peace offering of liberty. 
During tho entire " Soder " a ritual known 
as the " Hagadah " ia used, whiuh oontaina 
eketoheB of the exodus, prayers, psalms and 
hymns. Four cups of wine are served to 
each participant In the ceremonies, to in- 
dicate the four terms of the redemption — 
drawn forth, saved, redeemed and taken. 
The last supper partaken of by Christ and 
vhe apostles was very likely such a oelebra- 
tlon. 

The firat and last days of the Feaat of 
PaiBover, In the Holy Writ called " holy 
convocations," are celebrated by divine ser- 
vices of a festive character in all Jewish 
synagogues. The inti rvenlng five days aro 
'mly half holidays, on which common labor 
la allowed, and tho servico in tho synagogue 
ia of a work day character. 

Durinu the entire aevendaya tho obaarvant 
.Jews abstain from outing anything leavened. 
Tho unleavened cakea, or inatzoa, is ihoonly 
cereal lood which tho Jewa aro allowed to 
oat during I'ussovor. Tho alricily orthodoi: 
Jewa hav. ..a ontirt-Iy aoparato act of diahea 
and kitchen utensils, which aro unpacked 
and used during tho Peaach week. 

Services will bo held in all tho Jowipli 
houses of worship on Monday evmiing, April 
H. Tho aervicea will begin uiiuHually early 
in ordar to enable tho momhera of the varl- 
oua oongroKatione to roturn to their hoinoa 
to celebruto tho "Seder." On Tuesday 
morning, April 9, all the aynagoguea will bo 
filled at tho service, as tho Jews in general, 
both orthodox and reformed, observe this 
feast.

PUT SIGHT. 

On the '27ch of last month the Times, in 
order to show what dreadful burdens the 
people of protectionist countrioa have to 
boar, declared that in France §140,000,000 
waB paid into tiie Treasury of tho nation for 
Btampa alone. Wo wore morally certain at 
tho time that there was some mistake about 
this, bat not having a late authority at hand 
we were not able to correct tho organ's 
blunder. We havo now before ua tho 
Stateamen'a Year Boole for 18i)4. From it 
we find that the revenue In Franco from 
stampa in 1894 waa 101,785,000 /rauf -;. Thie 
is little more than §32,000,000. There ia, aa 
even the Times nrast see, a great deal of 
difference between §32,000,000 and $140, 
000,000. We find from tho aame authority 
that tho revenue from atampa of one kind 
and another In 1893 waa in Groat I5rltain 
£1,'?,78S,.S8:5, and the oatimato for 1804 waa 
£13,000,000, or conaiderably over throe hun 
dred million franos. This ia not at all to 
be wondered at, for as Great Britain collects 
a comparatively small onstoms revenue Iti 
must get the money to carry on the Govern 
ment from other aouroea, and a revenue 
from Btampa ia porhapa aa little bunlanaonio 
as the eamo amountimposed in any other way 
Our contemporary abonld try and bg sure of 
its facts. It will have to be admitted that it 
is — to use the mildest word we can think of 
— very careless In this respect. Its great 
object le to make a point, or what it conaid- 
ora a point, in favor of tho ciiuso it iidvo- 
outes, and it ia not at all particular how it 
acoompliBbua ita purpose. 



OONVERTBD. 



The Times no iloubt ia delighted to find 
that Mr. Hewitt 15oBtock'a viait to tho in- 
terior of tho Province haa boon of the 
utmoat honefit to him from an eduoationa 
point of view. We do not know that he sot 
out on his travels to improve his mind and 
to widen his views, but bis journey east- 
wards, if the Nelson Miner tolls tho truth, 
has h6(i that effect. 

When Mr. UoutocU li^ft \'io;oria a few 
wooka ago on an electioneering tour, ho waa 
known to be an ardent free trader. Ho was 
a candidate for nomination by the 
free trade party in this city, 
and It waa at ono time genorally believed 
that he voi i ' !)■-; ono of tho boarors of the 
froo trade alandanl. Ilut intorcourae 
with the minora and tho ranohera of 
the Weat has, aocordinR to tho friendly 
Miner, had the effect of opening that gentle 
man's eyes to the faot that free trade as it 
ia in England ia not adapted to the circum 
alaucea of tho inhabitants of this Province 
The Minor a article haa every appearance of 
beioc; inupirod by Mr. ISoatock or aotno ono 
greatly interested in his aucoeaa aa a poli- 
tician. This is what it says about his 
present* views with regard to a trade 
policy for tho Dominion of Canada. " With 
regard to tho tariff, Mr. Boatock, whatever 
his own private convictions may bo, rocog- 
nizes th it froo trade will not; ault Canada.'' 

This, we muab confeaa, ia rather unhappily 
expreeaed, for it conveys the idea that Mr. 
Bostook believes one thing while he pro- 
foaaea something else very different indeed. 
But it would bo unfair to hold him reapon- 
aiblo fir tho ambiguous exprtaaiona of tho 
editor of the Miner. Wo are 
quite ready to admit that Mr. Boa- 
took'a conversion to moderate protec 
Uon baa been ainoere, that Inquiry and 
reffeotion have really oonvinood him that 
the policy advocated by the leader of tho 
Liberal party and propagated by tho orgnn 
of that party in thia city, ia not tho policy 
that Buite liritiah Columbia or any other 
part nf thiB Dominion. 

We expect that when Mr. Bostock cornea 
to yiotoria he will call hia late frienda 
together, relate to them hia oxporienco in 
the KiBt, and ahow them why he ia unable 
■to oo-oporaro politically with them any 
longer. We do net for ono moment sup 
,poae that be will in Victoria reoant the 



SEGRBT SESSIONS. 

A meeting of the City Council, from 
which reporters wero excluded, waa hold 
yeatcrday. Tho buaineaa transacted at that 
mooting was important. Au ouglneor was 
engaged at a very high rate of remunera- 
tion. The Council, at that secret meeting, 
disposed of upwards of three thousand dol- 
Ura of the ratepayers money. Should not 
tho men whose money was thuB freely ex- 
pended know aouiothing about the condi- 
tions of the agreement, and are they not 
bntitled to some information relative to tbe 
qualifications and tbe antecedents of the en- 
gineer who wuB employed ? It is impossible 
to see why tho buaineaa was done in thia 
sooret manner. The whole oity is deeply 
interested In tho business transacted, and 
the monoy expended belongs to the people 
and not to the Aldermen. There are gen- 
tlemen in the Counoil who, before they were 
elected, profeesod to have a groat roBpoot for 
tho oleotora. Thia ayatom of holding aecret 
meetings in which to transact public buti- 
neea is not exactly tho way In which ono 
might expect tho sincerity of these gentle- 
men's professions ia to be demonstrated. 

For our part we cannot see why the Coun- 
cil should moot In aecret seaaion at all. Tho 
buaineaa before the Counoil allecta the rato- 
payora and they should know how it is done. 
Wo have heard hints of work being per- 
formed at theae sessions from whiob tbe 
publio are excluded in a very loose and 
elovenly manner. We are by no means sure 
that the aldermen thcmaelvea before many 
months have paaaod will not be sorry that tho 
reporters were not present at yesterday's 
mooting. Publicity is a help to tbe Council 
aa well as a wholesome oheck. 



A SATISFAOTORY nTTSSRANOB. 

The apeeoh made by Sir Bdward Grey in 
tbe House of Commons a little more than a 

week ago made it clear that Lord Robo- 
hery's Government had doterininod to pur- 
sue a firm policy in Africa and elsewhere. 
So aatiafactory was tbe speech of tbe talent- 
ed Under Secretary that It extorted com- 
pliments and expreasiona of aatleftotion 
from tbe Opposition. Mr. Chamberlain was 
peculiarly ompbatio in hia commendation, 
and It ia said that the nation broathoa more 
freely ainoe that apoech waa made. There 
ia nothing that tho British poopio dislike ao 
much as a weak and vacillating foreign 
policy. They like to see their Government 
ahow a bold front to tbe foreign nation 
that offends it or questions ita right to do aa 
it ia doing. They are juat now greatly in- 
terested in Africa. Thoy would not allow 
tlio Government to abandon Uganda and 
Mr. Gladatone never recovered the prestige 
be lost when, aa tbe people believed, be 
showed a want of vigor in standing up for 
British interests in Egypt. 

Mr. Labouohere did not increase hia popu- 
larity by hia advorae critioism of Sir Edward 
Gray's woll conaidored and timely speech. 
Ho iB tho leader of 'the " Little England " 
faction that bas fallen into disrepute. 
That faction despises tbe colonies and 
it would rather see Great Britain abandon 
its possessions beyond the seas than do any- 
thing or spend any monoy to acquire new 
territory. Hut there is a conviction now 
In the Mother Country that Britain, stripped 
of her Colonlea, would be no longer Great 
Britain. Tbe feeling in these days Is rather 
to draw the colonies closer to Great Rritain 
than to drive them away, and it ia cheering 
to obaervo that thia feeling ia warmly 
rociprocitod by many in all tho Coloniea. 
It ia becauae the people of England are 
determined to retain tbe Colonies that they 
are pleased to fiod that tbe Government Is 
roaolvod to pursue a vicorouB foreign 
policy, and this ia why tho apoech of Sir 
Edward Grey was received so gladly and 
praised so highly. 

A GOOD TIMB OOMINU. 

The New ^ ork Herald is strongly of 
opinion that the time of business depression 
Is passing away. It sods encouraging signs 
In many directlona. It will have to he 
admitted that it is a good authority on such 
a Bubjoct, for ita opportunities for obtaining 
reliable information arc many and ita out- 
look ia wide. In the Weekly Herald of llio 
27th we find, in an article beaded "An 
Encouraging Buslnosa Outlook," the follow- 
ing paragraph : 

It ia argued that, there cun ho no lasting 
prosperity uuleas wo liavo good cropa uu(l 
B(.und money. Theao boing given, good 
tvould follow of course. Now, in even tlie 
moat oonaorvativo mercantile and manufac- 
turing lines there ia neccaaarily a apeeula 
tive element, and tho auucoaaful men are 
thnae who look ahead and adjuat 
their .ilfnira to meet future condi- 
llono. These men regard tho outlook 
!»a favorable. Thoy conatiie that there ia at 
tho moment no actual improvement in 
basilar conditions, but they beliovo that 
after five years of the most varied and try- 
ing experiences In its history tho country 
has touched tbe lowest point of doproaaion 
and that a period of recovery and expansion 
ia inevitable. Tbe proapeota of the crops in 
thia country are favorable and their pro- 
iniaoa to be an Incroaaod demand for thorn' 
from abroad. It ia true that tho radical do- 
foota of our monetary eystem, which pro- 
duced tho present crisis, remain uncurod, 
but tho people are hopeful that the next 
Congress will doal intelligently with this 
([ueBtion. 

It will havo to bo admitted that there ia a 
large elemonl; of uncertainty in thiu foro- 
ciat. No man can tell to-day in any .State 
of tho Union what tho harvest will he, and 
the course which the politiolaoa will take It 
into their heads to pursue with respect to 
ailver and tho currency generally ia even 
harder to foroaoo than the metoorloglenl 
condition of the country during tho next few 
months. The average American politician 
in those days haa become wonderfully 
wrong-headed and bewilderingly caprioiona. 



It is impossible even to conjecture how he 
will think or what he will do wben oongroas 
meeta again. But the Amerioan nation is 
strongandrobnat and tbetinkerlngof political 
quaokB.no matter hownnrea^onable they may 
be,or what mad experiments they may try.cfkn- 
not do it mnoh barm.

LIBERAL IMPENITENCE.

Say Against firitisb Columbia 
Interests.

They Would Ruin Enterprises They 
Were Dnable to Create— Mining 
Misrule in Ontario. 

To THE Kditok : — I notice iu tho Toronto 
Globe some very boastful aaaertioua regard- 
ing the number of oonalituenoios which Mr. 
Laurior ia going to redeem in the Pacific 
Province and in the Northweet Territories. 
Although now living In Ootario, my Weat- 
orn aymputhiou are still too atrong to allow 
nie CO view with indillerenoo tho dishonor- 
ahlo taotiija of tho Opposition to gain power, 
and especially ao when Hriliah Columbia, 
where tho greater part of my financial in- 
tereate still lie, is being nuido tho object of 
tho basest political deception. 

Iritish Columbia waa truo to heraelf 
when in ISTS, and over ainco then, she ] 
showed her condemnation of Liberal per- 
fidy by returning supporters of tho late Sir 
John Macdonald. Tho story of Grit 
treachery practised upon British Columbia 
by the government at Ottawa from IS71 to 
187S need not bo repeated lo old tiniors la 
tho Pacifio province. But as a steady tide 
of immigration from the Eaat haa changed 
very materially the oomplezion and senti- 
ment of the electorate, there is too great 
reason to fear that unsuspecting new-comera 
who know nothing of what wrongs may be 
done to British Columbia by a Federal gov- 
ernment that la not in sympathy with the 
outlying provinces may unwittingly plaoo 
themaelvea again in tho power of a federal 
adminiatratlon that will take the first op- 
portnnity to treat this province as it waa 
treated by the Mackenzie government. 

Those who may think that the Liberal 
party in Canada have abandoned their op- 
position to British Columbia are badly mis- 
taken, and if thoy only attended Liberal 
tnootinga in tho Kaatorn provinces and hoard 
the dootrincB that are preached by Reform 
BtumporB to tho farmers of Ootario thoy 
could get their oyos opened. Tho ( ! rit plan 
of campaign is undoubtedly of the Janus 
order. Thoy are "all things to all men if 
happily they might gain some," and while a 
two-aided shield ia used by them to array the 
religious factions of Quebec and Ontario 
against each other, no leaa disgrucpful are 
the oppeala which they are making to tho 
Bolfishnees of tho farmers of Ootario against 
the ProviEca of liritieh Columbia. John 
Charlton, M. P, , who ia generally 
rooognizod as ono of Ijauriora load- 
ing lieutenants in Ontario, showed 
unmistakably at a public meeting held in 
Wiarton in tho interests of Dr. lljunar, that 
tho old Grit antipathy to British Columbia 
is still ulivo in tho party. Mr. Charlton 
condemned tho government for saddling tho 
firmera of Ontario with tho coat of building 
the C.P.R through to tho Coast when tho 
country waa not ripo for such an e nterpriso 
and would not bo for years to come. Ho 
said, too, that an offer waa laid on tho tabic 
to build tho road for three-fifths of tho sum 
paid to the C. P.R., and blamed tho govern- 
moot for rejecting tbia and aocopting the 
eymlloate bargain. Now, everyone who 
will read Sir John Maodonald'a speech on 
the " bogna syndicate " in tho Hansord for 
the session of the winter of IS.Sl, will see 
that the acceptance of that " bogus syndi- 
cate " which Mr. Charlton and his Grit 
friends are lauding, meant a railway to the 
foot of the monntaina and no farther. 

Again, Mr. Charlton condemned the gov- 
ernment for the subsidy towards the Aue- 
tralian ateamahip lino aa a fraud on tho 
farmers of Ontario because it mado thorn 
pay for forcing trade in unnatural channels 
instead of allowing them tho markets of the 
United States. Tho nowspipora of the 
province that soom to think Liberal rule tho 
proper thing for liritioh Columbia ahould 
aak themaelvea whether, if the Liberalh had 
remained in pownr, thero would have boon a 
railway lo tho ('oast to-day, or lines of 
stoamBhipa plying to China and Australia '.■ 
I notieo that tho opuoBition in their cum 
paign in British C(dumbia aro miking 
Bpccioua pr jiniBca as to what will bo done to 
develop tho mining industry thoro if the 
fjiborals aro permitted to regain power, but, 
judging tho fjiberala by their acts instead of 
by their pioiniaea, thoy aro the very 
ones that should bu strictly for- 
bidden the privilogfl of laying 
thoir bungling hundn upon Iho mining 
intoreataof Britiah (Joluojbia if they proceed 
about It aa they have done in Ontario. I'ho 
(iriC doctrine in roferonce to mineB ia that 
the government shall oxorciao tho funetiuns 
of a sort of Feudal Lord, lo whom miners 
and mlne-ownera must pay heavy tribute. 
Their mining policy In Ontario ia " confusion 
worae confounded," the leading oharactcr- 
istica exhibited by the ,20veriiment being 
grood and paralmony. From every mine 
that ia worked the government exact u roy- 
alty that ia taken from the net earnings of 
the plant and property, which in many oasea 
takea all that the mine-owner has made and 
icavoa him nothing for hia labor or for any 
of the capital which he has Invealod. So 
thoroughly did this policy paraly/.o tho 
mining industry In Ontario that tho region 
around Sudbury beoamo known aa "Har- 
dy's Silent Hills." And yot thoao aro tho 
pooplo into whoso hands a few agitutora in 
Britiah Columbia would place that fair, rich 
province and Its vast mineral rcsnurcos.

Tho other ia the ro-erecting of tho 
north boacon on Sturgeon bank, which waa 
earriod away during last winter'a atorma. 
Captain Waldron baa also carefully traced 
the extreme western limit of tho aandhoada 
and bus fi.Kod its position by angles to well 
known points so that the limit of tho bunk 
can bo ahown on tho Admiralty chart, the 
position of boacnna and buoya along tho 
outer edge of the aandhoads haa also boon 
located. In roluruing to port through 
Baynes pfiaaage nothing waa soon of tho un- 
forlunalo Volos, tho whole place being a 
maBB of foam, owing to the strong aouth- 
euat wind prevailing, the Pilot waa thought 
to bo higher on the rocks than when laat 
seen from tho Quadra, ten daya ago. 

AN EKOINEEBINO PRODIGY. 

The U. S> revenue cutter Grant lost two 
very efficient olBoerB last Wcdaeaday in tho 
persona of Lieut. G. L Garden and aaslstaat 
ongineorW. IC MoUowan, the first being 
aummonod to Washinxton City by telegraph 
and the latter to New York, where he haa 
boen appoii\tod an engineering oflioor on 
board the big ocean greyhound City of Paria, 
running botwoon Now VorkandQueonatown. 
Mr. McCowan is conaiderod by the members 
of tho Bervico to bo a prodigy. Ho gradu- 
ated from fj'jhigii university and after serv- 
ing in tho onginoering dopartniont of 
Cramp's oelobrated ship yarda at Wilming- 
ton, Uol., took a piaoo on tho engineer stair 
of a tramp 2,00()-ton Bleamor running from 
New York to Liverpool, and when ho left 
her secured a first aaaiatanc ongineor'a 
papers from an Kngliah board. Ho returned 
to Now York and paaaod the revenue marine 
examination with fiardly any preparation. 
Ho was then consigned to the Grant and has 
boon on hor ever Binco. Ho mado tho trip 
on hor around tho Horn and when ofT tho 
coast of South America ho repaired tho 
engines, which had boon broken down, in a 
day and a half, and for thia was highly com- 
mended to the department at Washington 
City by Capt. Tozier. He la now juA about 
'j;! years of ago.

Hon, Col, Haker I,Piives to RciireBent British 
C'ohnubla at Toronto's (ireat .Meet- 
ing of Teachers. 

Honorable Colonel Baker, miuialor of edu- 
cation, loft this morning to reprosent British 
Columbia at tho second meeting of the 
Dominion Kducational Assooialion, to be 
held at Toronto, whero ho will have to 
deliver an address on the ISth inat. 

Tho first mooting of tho Dominion lOtiuca- 
tional Asaooiution was held at Montreal in 
I S9'J, on which oocoaion the late Honorable 
John Robaon ably roproaented British Co- 
lumbia as miniator of I'^ti ucation. 

Colonel Bukor will have tho opportunity 
of meeting expert oduoatioDista from all 
the provinces of the Dominion, and it is his 
intention to compare notes vrith thom with 
a view lo devising some moans of maintain- 
ing a high atato of educational ofEcioncy In 
liritish Columbia and giving to it a more 
practical character than it posaesses at 
present, and at tho sa^^o timo to relievo tho 
provincial revenue of the very largo and in- 
croaaing expenditure for education which 
now presses so heavily upon it. 

Baker will afterwards proceed to 
Ottawa to confer with the Dominion govern- 
ment on several important mattera connect- 
ed with his various departments, nspeoially 
on the subject of immigration.

The longeat and In many ways the tnoeb 
Important meeting that the Britiali Colum- 
bia Bonrd of Trudo has held In many months 
was that of yeatorday afternoon — the 
quarterly general gathering of the members. 
Freaidonb A. C. Flamerfelt wmId the ohair, 
and thera were also present Mesers. B. G 
Prior, M.P., Thomas Earle, M.P., R. T. 
WilllatTii!, D. R. Harris, W. H. Bills, Simon 
Loiaor, Herbert Cuthbort, Jamea Hutoheaon, 
.J. B. tliflin, T. M. HondereoD, F. VV. 
Foator, F. C. D^vidEo, Jumes Crawford, Jj\ 
Elworlhy, W. H. Bono, K. B. Marvin, J. 
H. Brownloe, F. B. Gregory, William Wil- 
son, T. S. Futcher, John Pleroy, W. Mun- 
sie, Lindloy Greaae, C. D. Mason, C. E

Tho first item proaontod, lifter tho reading 
and adoption of minutes, wua in tho torm of 
a report from tho comniitteo on tho powera 
of the oouaoll, whlcli road us foUosva : 
To the PreMdenl and Members of Ihe Ilrilish 
Oolumbia Board of Trade : 

Gentlemen : — The committee appointed 
to exuniino into tho powers of the Counoll ot 
the Bourd of Trade, and to report) upon tho 
same, etc., beg to report as follows : 

The out (Dominion) under which the Board 
of Trade la incorporated, and the by-laws of 
the bottrd, have been carefully examined. 
The former is a general or ekoletOD aot and 
contemplatea the paaaage, by each board in- 
corporating under it, of by laws and regula- 
tiona for tho govornmont of the board, tho 
management of ita council and the aasign- 
ment to it of suoh powers aa may bo thought 
expedient. In general tho only authority 
given to tho council by tho act la the right 
to hold meolinga and adjourn aame and to 
appoint a board of exauiinere, etc , re the 
inapootlon of flour, meat, etc., and to 
transact at ita meetings Buoh buaineaa aa 
may be assigned to it by by-law, 

Tho only buaineaa aasigned to the council 
by by-law is tho right: (a) To arrange the 
place of meeting ; (b) To place nnn reeidenta 
on the list of honorary memborshlp ; (c) To 
relieve arbitratora from the fine of $5 for 
negleotiog to attend an arbitration ; (d) To 
suspend or eifpel {HSIDbfr? (noder certain 
oonditione). 

As at preprint constituted the ooaacii haa 
no authority to transact the general business 
of tho board or to draw up ftbd present 
potltiona, etc. In fact ths act has nob been 
complied with, and tho counoll has not been 
given proper authority to transact the buai- 
neaa which it should perform. 

Your committee therefore recommend that 
the by-lawa of tho board bo amended, and 
the powora and dutioa of tho council en- 
larged and more clearly defined, 

Signed by Ernest V. Bodwell, Thos. B. 
Hall, C. Duboia Maaon, F. B. Gregory, J. 
H. Todd, committee. 

Victoria, B.C., January 12, 1895. 

Mr. William Wilson remarked that from 
this report it would appear that muoh of 
the work that had been done by the council 
in the past had been done illegally and out 
of order. Was this tho fact ! 

The President— It would appear so. 

Mr. Robert Ward—" That la of course 
simply the opinion of the gentlemen forming 
the oomniittoo." Continuing hia romarka, 
Mr. Ward aaid it would bo remombored that 
the Board had had tho advice of one of tho 
moat prominent conatitutional lawyers, in tho 
province. Hia opinion waa that whatever 
had been done by tho council had been done 
strictly in order acJ in accordance with the 
law. It waa very probable that tho by-lawa 
might bo altered advantiigeoasly in certain 
reapeota, and he thoroforo adviaed tho refer- 
ence of the report to a epooial committee 
with inatraotions to embody the suggestions 
contained In a draft) of amendments to tho 
by-laws. 

Mr. Guetav Lelser bad bub one objection 
to this — that it necessitated three or aix 
montha delay. If the present meeting were 
adjourned on tho concluaion of the buaineaa 
in hand it would perhaps meet the point. 

Mr. F. B. Gregory agreed with Mr. Ward 
that the ISoard need not viow with alarrn the 
posaibliity of work done by the councils of 
the past having been illegally performed. 
Id had been approved by tho board. Gf 
oourse the report embodied tho opiniona only 
of the gentlemen forming the committee — 
the same as Mr. Ward's opinion was simply 
tliab of Mr. Robt. Ward, J. P. The com- 
mittee bad given close and serious attention 
to the subject, however, and tbelr vlewa 
were certainly entitled to respect. 

Mr. Ward explained briefiy that he had 
not meant bis remarks to be taken aa ro- 
fleoting upon the committee in any way. 
Ho had simply desired to show that lawyers 
aa well aa doctors eometimca diflfer. 

The resolution for tho oppointmont of the 
committee waa willinut further diaounRlon 
adopted, Measra. 1). K. Ker, \V. H. l^llia 
and T. S. Futclior being named as tho com- 
mittee. 

Mr. P. A. Paulson wrote enclosing a com- 
munication from tho Tacoma Chamber of 
Comn)erco, to tho effect; that prompted by 
him tho chamber had inducej tho banka and 
business houses of Tacoma to enter into an 
agreement and accept Canadian silver at 
par. Seattle, it was further staled, was ar- 
ranging to follow tho example aot by Ta- 
coma in thia reapect. The conmiunications 
were received and filed, and thi aeorttary 
was rtqueated to extend tho thanks of tho 
boird to Mr. Paulaon and tho Tacoma 
chamber. 

Capt. John Irving, by letter, directed tho 
attenliop of tho board to tho practice of 
Vancouver island Indiana buying their sup- 
plies at neighboring American towns and 
oities to the great disadvantage of homo 
trade. This was deemed a matter purely 
for the onstoms department to deal with, 
and on motion of Messrs. Renoof and Brown- 
leo the communications were ordered to bo 
Bent to Collector Milne for bis iDformation. 

The Municipal Counoll of Miaaion City 
asked the board to endorse their petition for 
the rednotinn of the price of government 
land from $5 to $1 per acre. The letter, oi. 
motion of Moaara. Lelser and Eliia, was 
received and liled. 

Tlio aatnu course waa adopted with regard 
to a oomiiuiiiicalion from City Clerk D 
Robaon, of WeniininRtor, in which tho 
board was, unilor dato of February G, urged 
to aasiat tiiu writers in obtaining seed oup- 
plioa for tho diolnasod farmora of tho Fraaer 
flooded (iiatricl. It was pointed out that 
tho government had already fully mot the 
wiahca of tho river eottlors in this regard, 
and that action on tho part of tho board waa 
therefore nnnccosaary at this lato day. In 
tills oonneotion a letter was also read and 



placed on file from His Worship Mayor 
Teague, of Victoria, as follows : 

" Roferring to my letter of the Stih of 
January last, and yours of the 6 th and 9 (b 
of Fobruaty last, following up the same sab- 
ject, viit., relief 10 the sufferers by the 
Fraser river flood last summer, I'have to in- 
form yoo that the oouDoil have given tho 
matter of oontribntloB to the relief fund 
their oarifal oonsioeratlon, and have 
fcuad that tbey are unable to appropriate 
any funds out of this year's revenue for that 
purpose." 

Next in order cime the appended petition 
from prominent retailers of the city — mem- 
bers of the board. 

To the Prenidenl and Members BritUh 
Columbia Board of Trade : 

Gentlkmkn:— Believing that the time hae 
arrived when the uaefulneas of the board can 
bo still further extended and tho member- 
eliip largely increased, we beg to 
recommend a sobeme which we oon- 
elder will provide valuable fnolIltloB 
uot at present possessed by many mem- 
hers of the board. We have ascertained 
that a daily report of chattel mortgages, 
bills of sale, judgments, executions and part- 
uetsbip ohangea can be made at a oompara- 
tivnly email cost per month ; and we under- 
stand that partioulars of real estate traoa- 
fers, and mortgafies of real estate, otia be 
likewise obtained at a nominal additional 
expense. By indexlog all the foregoing ia- 
formatloD for ready reference, useful assist- 
ance to the retail trade in conducting its 
operations and regulating credit would he at 
onoo aiforded. 

It la suggested that the expenses oonneotcd 
with such an arrangement be borne pro rata 
by those members desiring the dally reports, 
aiild reporta being iaaued only to membera of 
llio board whoso appllcatlona havo been ap- 
proved by tho council, tho piimary ooaeider- 
ation being the strictly conhdentiiil and per- 
aonai usu uf saino. 

We are of opinion that if thia achcmo Is 
auccesafully carried out by thia board, orhor 
boards of trade in British Columbia will find 
it advantageous to co-operate, in whioh case 
an exchange of tho information referred to 
will form a complete index of the Bluto of 
buainosB, which is not within tho meana of 
many members of the board to othorwiso 
obtain. In a few yoaratho ayatom suggeslod 
should become a record indispontiablo to 
buaineaa men generally, and poaaibly bo the 
meana of Inaugurating a uloaor union of the 
boarda of trade throughout thia province. 

Wo therefore commend tho foregoing to 
the earnoat attention of tho board, nnd 
remain,

Mr. Ward thought the auggostion con- 
tained in tho petition a good one. There 
was a large and Influential ciaea of businoss 
men, members of the hoard, who did not 
derive the help tbwti they roigb* look for 
and etpeob from their memberahlp In the 
board. These gentlemen would find the 
adoption cf such a plan as this petition pro- 
posed, of great value to them, and ill would 
not, ho (Mr. Ward) thought. Interfere In any 
way with tho aervloe rendered by private 
ontarprioe— by Bradstreet'e or by Dun's. 
The plan adopted waa not untried entirely, 
for ho bolioved tho experiment had been 
made and tho ayatem found to work ad- 
vantageously by the Truro Board of Trade. 
It was not, aa ho understood It, intended 
that tho board ahould operate the mercantile 
agmoy, but that it ho carried on under the 
auapicea of tho board. 

Mr. William Wilaon, one of the petition- 
ers, thought tho document auilioiontiy aolf- 
explanatory. The object sought won very 
clearly aot forth — to provide a reliable aya 
tom by which retailera might obtain delioite 
information aa to the aolvonoy or othei wlae 
of those who aought to tranaaot a credit 
trado with them. It would, in abort, givo 
tho retailers aimilar advantages to those 
provided for the wholesalora by auoh private 
enterprises as the Dun and Bradstroet agon- 
ciea. There would bo practical benefit 
whioh would no doubt induce many to bt- 
oome membera of tho board. 

To facilitato the diacuasion Mr, W. H- 
Ellis moved, seconded by Mr. Cuthhert : 

" Thit tho communication bo referred to 
the council of tho board and the potitionort, 
they to be a special committee to formulate 
a coheme In detail and submit the same to a 
special meeting of the board for ratifica- 
tion." 

Mr. T. M. Henderson pointed out that 
there are at present operating in the city 
four distinct mercantile agencies of the kind 
it was here proposed to establish— Dan's and 
Bradetreet's for tho wholesaler and the 6 C 
Marcantile Agenoy, conducted by Mr. J. E 
Church, and the more recently eotabllsbed 
agency of the Jones Bros., for the retailers. 
There was, therefore, no necessity f jr tho 
board embarking in the business ; it might 
with equal reason be asked to go into the 
dry goods or boot and shoe trade or the gro- 
cery business, or to undortakd the publica- 
tion of a nowopapor. 

Mr. J. H. Brownleu endoraed these aonti- 
menta and held that it waa neither necessury 
nor advisable for the board to go into the 
information-collecting buainePS ; while 

Mr. F- B vJregory thought, too, that it 
waa well to loavo auoh mutters in the hands 
of those who niadu them th-.'ir profoHbioiial 
apocialty. 

Mr. \V. H. Bone supported tho petilion 
and advocated tho enii sought by tlio poti- 
tioncrs, and Mr- KUio' reuolullon wiia ulli- 
matoly adopted on a division of Is to II). 

Mr. Lindloy Creoao, by letter to tho 
board, strongly advised tho appoinliiiL'nt of 
a etandlng ooramittoe on Ala^-Ua bounriury 
delimitation, and, the uubjucl being oponed 
to debate, explained that action had alroady 
been taken by tho boards of .SealLlo and 
Tacoma on tho aamo subjocr.. This bnanl 
should oloaoly watch developmcnta in the in- 
torest of British Columbia und adviao the 
authorities thereof. He moved that; a. 
standing oommittee be appointed on the 
Alaaka-15rltlah Columbia boundary question, 
and thia resolution, aecooded by Mr. D. R. 
Ker, waa adopted, the Chair naming as the 
committee Messrs. M. T. Johnston, Thomae 
ICarle, M P, Llndley Crease, F. B. Gregory 
and D. R. Ker. 

Mr. A. B Hondryr addressed tho board 
by letter aa follows :

Great Sum of I'oriden .Securities Held In 
Kncliiiid and France. 

The reported valuation of all proper- 
ty in the United States by the census of 
1890 was flif), 037,0!) 1, 107, or!?l,0;3G per 
capita for iho entire population. This 
enumeration, however, dealt with prop- 
erty located in tiio United States and 
did not go into tho question where it is 
owned. If the estimate of Mr. liobort 
(iilVeu is correct, that 000, 000, 000 
In foreign capital was invested in this 
country in 1S80, probably an even lar- 
ger amount is so iuvosted at tho present 
time. Deduction should also bo made 
for the high value put upon waste pub- 
lic lands in the census, with tho not re- 
sult that tho per capita valuation of tho 
United States would bo reduced to 
about $950 or $-1,750 for a family of 
five. Estimates made by careful econ- 
omists, who come pretty near agree- 
ment among themselves, put the valu- 
ation of (Jreat Britain about nine yeai's 
ago at $,")0,000,0()0,000 and that of 
Franco at i;-10,000,000,000. This would 
afford a per capita valuation of $l,.'t!!S 
for (iroat Britain and $1,08 1 for Franco, 
making the valuation for a family of 
live 090 in Great Britain $5,405 in 
France. Tlio figures of France are 
placed higher by some ant hors, and tho 
total iu botli countries includes careful 
estimates of the largo holdings of for- 
eign securities, some of them covering 
property located in tho United Statics. 

The gri at. holdings of foreign securi- 
ties, estinuvted toanmimt indreat Urit- 
aiu to about $«, 000,0110,000, explain to 
a largo extent tho adverse balance of 
foreign trade coustaul ly shown by (lie 
British st.at isl ics. < h-i^at lintaiu -would 
long ago have been denuded of her gold 
and lieconio bankrupt if thu excess of iiu- 
])orts over exports shown by her trade 
statistics were a true measure of hor 
financial condition. The fact that about 
$-100,000, 001) is due lier annually iu 
intert'st charges ujion British capital 
placed abroail explains how she can af- 
ford to import several hundred million 
pounds sterling of foreign merobandiso 
in excess of tho domestic merchandise 
which she exports. l''rance is estimated 
to hold .■*-!, (100, 1)1)0, (HlO of foreign securi- 
ties, largely Italian and Spanish, and 
she also has been able to show a large 
balance of inqiorts of merchandise over 
exports during tho last two decades, 
while piling np in the vaults of the Bank 
of France and distributing through her 
monetary circulation a larger mass of 
coin than any other oommeroial coun- 
try. — United States Investor.

Mr. Ward thought that tho board might 
go a little further. There were many vulu 
able suggestions in the letter which uppur 
ently had boon overlooked, and which might 
with advantage bo given attention. Should 
not the cammunioation bo referred to the 
council for coDsiderution.

William Wilson held that what was 

wanted was nob a change in tho duty but a 
larger market. Ho thought that reciprocity 
in load would bo more udvantogeoua to 
Kootenay than tho elevation of the protec- 
tive duty. 

Mr. Prior remarked that tho American 
people wore not auoh fools us to throw open 
their markets to Canadian loud, and in(|uir- 
ed if Mr. Wilson was awaro of what tho 
duty on load is. 

Mr. Wilson waa not— ho thought, how- 
ever, that ia waa one-half cent. 

Mr. Prior explained that it was formerly 
$4(1 a ton but is now S'iO— one cent a pound. 

Tho diBcusaion here terminated. 

Mr. Robert Ward having realgned hia 
oliico aa trustee, in view of hia intended 
removal to England, the seieotion of his 
successor was referred to the oonnoU. Aa 
auditors for the present year the chair 
again named Messrs. W. H. Bone, H. E.

Mr. Earle explained that the Minister of 
Marino had already communicated with tho 
owners, informing thom thai sufiiclent time 
had now been granted them and that if tho 
hulk was not immodialoly removed by them 
it would bo by tho Donduion authorities.

Mr. Guatuv Laieor directed uttention to 
the Indian reaorvation quoation, and hoped 
that on their return from Ottawa Meaars. 
Earle und Prior would be able to give some 
good news under this head. 

Mr. Eirle In reply said chat this question 
bad baon much discussed before and waa 
one In which the Provincial government, aa 
well as tho Dominion, was Interoated. As 
soon aa tho Provincial govornmenb wua ready 
to take hold of the matter in a bualnees like 
way, the Dominion authorities were ready 
to aee to the removal of their warda to other 
quarters. Ho believed that thia subject 
among others was dealt with by Premier 
(now Chief Justice) Divie on the oocaslon of 
hia last visit to Ottawa, and he hoped that 
the Provincial government would very soon 
be ready to take the much desired action. 

Mr. Wm. Wilson was anzioQs that 
Messrs. Earle and Prior should urge the 
Dominion Government to guarantee the in- 
terest on $8,000,000 at 4 per oeflt. for the 
purpose of securing the oonstruotiun of the 
British Pacific, and moved, seconded by Mr. 
D. R Harris, in this direction. He held 
that this was but little for British Columbia 
bo ask, and little In oomparison with what 
has been granted to seoare the faat Atlantic 
steamers — which would not benefit the 
country or assist in its development to near- 
ly the same extent. 

Mr. Earle pointed out that thus far tho 
promoters of the British Pacific, Mr. Rithet 
and hia UBanciates, had not applied for any 
asaistancB from the Dominion (iovernment, 
for the reason ihut their plan was nolyeb auf- 
ficiently matured. When they were ready it 
Would be ample time for Victoria'a mombora 
to take the proposed action, and he bed no 
reason for believing that their request 
would bo denied by the Dominion 
(iovornmonb. Tho governmont had 
never yot refused aaaletanoo to 
any roasonablo scheme for tho opening up or 
developmeht of Britii-h Columbia, and had 
on moro than one occasion gone to the limits 
of their power in thia reepocb. 

Aa the promotera of the Britiah Pttoifia pro- 
ject wore not yot ready to present t hemsolvca 
before tho Dominion for aid In their great 
undertaking, Mr. Wilson's resolution 
acemod premature and undesirable, and ho 
therefore aoceptod tho suggoations thrown 
out and withdtew it. 

Mr. Roborb Ward referred to tho dosirab- 
iUty of securing telegraphic communication 
with the American lines, and thought that 
this was a subjeot deserving of the attention 
of Victoria's representatives in parliament. 
In 18S7 a move was made in this direction, 
but the establishment of a line to enter into 
competition with the C.P.R. was then de- 
feated by the government of the day fldktly 
refusing to sanction it. He thought that 
Messrs Prior and Earle should ascertain If 
the opposition then shown to exist con- 
tinued, aa there was a strong probability 
that tho estubllahmont of an opposition line 
would soon again bo taken In hand. 

Mr. F.arlo in this connection aaid that ho 
had had tho assurance of tho lato Premier 
t hat tho government of which ho waa tho 
head had no objootion to the ostabliahmont 
of tho proposed competing lino. Ho (Mr. 
Karle) wouhl obtain a aimilur assurance 
from the present Minister of the Interior. 
This oiplanatioa being taken as entirely 
saiisfaciory, the subjeot was no further 
pursued. 

Laat in tho business of tho day waa a 
resolution by Mr. D. R. Ker: 

" That this board through Victoria's 
represontatives in parliament direot tho at- 
tention of the Dominion government to the 
Importance and necessity of immediately 
constructing a stone beacon on Fiddle reof, 
with electric light ; an iron buoy on tho 
west side of West rock, oS Sidney spit ; 
and a lightbonse oa Portlnok point, Prevost 
island ; and that copies of this resolotion be 
handed to Messrs. Prior and Earle." 

Tho mover briefly enlarged npon bis reso- 
lution, and It was adopted. Votes of thanks 
were tendered to Mr, Prior and Mr. Earle 
for their attendance ; Mr. A. B. Hendryx 
waa elected to membership in the board ; 
and the meeting adjourned for two weeks.
